laying — And with thy Spirit. And he afſur d them 
that when there is ſuch mutual love, and ſuch joynt 

ayers offer'd for each other, then the holy A 
ſoo down from Heaven, and are ready to carry 
charicable defires to God Almighty ; and he as ready 
to receive them; and that a Chriſtian Coogregarion 
calling thus upon God, with one heart, and one | 
and in one reverend and humble poſture, look as beau»

He inſtructed them, why the prayer of our Lord 
was pray d often in every full fervice of the Church: 
namely, at the concluſion of the ſeveral parts of dat 
Service ; and pray d then, not only becauſe ir was 
compos d, and commanded by our jeſus that ma e it, 
but as a perſect patern for our leſs perſe ct forms of pray- 
er, and therefore fitteſt to ſum up and conclude all 
our Imperfe@ Petitions. 

He inſtructed them, that as by the ſecond Commer. 
dement we are requir'd not to bow down, cr v 
an /dol, or falſe God ; ſo by the contrary Rule. we are 
to bow dow and kneel, or ſtand up and A 
true God. And he inſtructed them, a 
requir d the Congregation to ftand up, at the 
tion of che Crecds ; namely, becauſe they did thereby 
declare both their obedience to the Church, and an 
aſſent to that Faith into which they had been bapti d.

tion flood up and honour'd him, by conſeſſing and ſay - 
ing, It was ſo in the beginning; is now ſo, and ſbdll 
ever bt ſo nord without . And all gave their aſſent 
to this belief, by ſtand ing up and ſaying, Amen. 

He inſtruſted them, —— they had, by the 
Churches appointing the Celebration of Holydaies, and 
the excellent uſe of them; namely, that they were ſer 

- for particular Commemorarions of particular mer- 


received from Almighty God; and ( as Reverend 


Mr. Hooker ſaies) to be the Land-marks to diſtinguiſh 
t'mes:for by them we are taught to take notice howthe 
years paſs by us and that we ought not to let the years 
$ without a celebration of praiſe for thoſe mercies 
which thoſe daies give us occaſion to remember; and 
therefore the year 1s appointed to begin he 5th day of 
March ; a day in which we commemorate the Angels 
appearing to the Bleſſed Virgin, with the joyful tydings 
thac d conctive and bear a Son, t hat ſhould be the 
Redgomer of Mankind , and ſhe did ſo forty weeks after 
this ) ſalvanicn , namely, at our chrifimas : « day 
in which we commemorate his Birth, with joy and 
-praiſe; and that eight daies afterthis happy Birth, we 
celebrate his Circamcifion z namely, in that which we 
call Ner- year day. And that upon that day which we 
call Twetfth-day, we commemorate the nranifeſtation of 
the unſcarchable riches of Jeſus to the Gentiles : And 
that that day we alſo celebrate thememory of his good- 
neſs inſending a Stay to guide the three wiſe men from 
the Eaſt to Betblem, that they might there wor/hip,and 
preſent him with their oblations of Gold, — — 
and Myrbe. And he (Mr. Herbert) inſtructed them, 
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that 7eſus was dayes afrer his Birth, preſeated 
his Meiea — the Nit; namely on that 8 
ich we call, the Purification of the bleſſod Virgin, 
aint Mary. And he lnſtructed them ; that by the 
Lent-faſt , we imitate and commemorate our Saviours 
huwiliation in faſting Forty daes; and that we 
to endeavour to be hke him in purity. And chat 
Good-fryday we commemorate and condole his Cys 
frion. And at Eaſter, commemorare his glorious N- 
ſurreftion. And he taught them, that after Jeſus had 
manifeſted himſelf; to his Diſciples, ro be that Chr 
that was crucified, dead and buryed ; that then by 
appearing and — with his Diſciples for the 
ſpace of Forty days after his Reſurretion , he then and 


not till then, aſcended into Heaven, in the fight of his 
Diſciples ; namely ; on chat day which we call the . 
cenßon, or Holy Thurſday. And that we then celebrate 
the e of the promiſe which he made to 
his Diſciples, at or before his Aſcenſion : namely, that 


though be left them, yet be would ſend them the Holy Gboſt 
to be their Comforter; and that he did fo on that 
whieh the Church calls hit ſunday. — Thus the Chu 
keeps an Hiſtorical and circular Commemoration 6f 
times, as they paſs by ns; of ſuch times as ought to © 
incline us to occefional praiſes , tor the particular bleſ- 
eng which we do or might receive by thoſe holy c- 
memorations. : 
He made them know , why the Church hath 

pointed Ember-weeks; and ro the reaſon why 
Commandments, and the Fpiſtles and Goſpels were 
to be read at the Altar, or Communion-Table : the 
„ y the 1 mens — why ro 
pray ſome Collefts 2 gave t many o- 
ther obſetyations, fit for his plain Congregation , but 
not fir for me now to mention; for I muſt ſet limits to 
my Pen, and not make that a Treatiſe, which I in- 
tended to be a much ſhorter account then I have made 
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but I have done, when I have told the Reader

— he was conſtant in Catechiſing every Sunday in 
the Afternoon, and char his Catechiſing was after his 
ſecond leſſon, and in the Pulpit, and that he never ex- 
ceeded hishalf Hour, and was alwaies ſo happy as to 
have an obedient, and a ful congregation. 

.. And to this 1 muſtadd, That if he were at any time 
too zealous in his Sermons, it was in reproving the in- 
decencies of rhe peoples behaviour, in che time of di- 
vine Service z and of thoſe Miniſters that hudled up 
the Church-prayers , without a viſible reverence and 
affction; namely, ſuch as ſerm'd to ſay the Lords prayer, 
or 4 Collect in a breath ; but for himſelf, his cuſtom was 
to ſtop berwixt every Collect, and give the people

time to conſider what they had pray'd, and ro force | 


their defires affeHtionately to God, beforc he engag'd 
them into new Petitions.” 
And by this account of tus diligence ,to make his Pa- 


riſhioners underſtand what, and why they pray'd , and 


prais d and ador d their C reato :T hope I ſhall the more 
eaſily obtain the Readers belief to the following account 
of Mr. Aerberts own practice; which was to 
conſtantly with his Wife , and three Neeces ( the 
"daughters of 2 3 Siſter ) and his — Family 
twice every day at the Church-prayers, in the Clappel 
which does almoſt joyn to his — And 
for the time of hit appearing, it was ſtrictly at the 
Canonical houm of 10. and 4, and then and there; he 
lifted up pure and charitable hands to God in the midſt 
of the regatian. And he would joy to have [ſpent 
that time in that place, where the honour of his Maſter 
Jeſus dwelleth; and there, by that inward devotion 
which he teſtified conſtantly by an humble behaviour, 
and viſible Adoration, he like David brought not o- 
ly bis own Houſhold thus ts ſerve the Lord; but brought 
moſt of his Pariſhioners, and many Gentlemen in che 
- Neighbourhood, conſtantly ro mak a part of his Con- 
£4 1 gregation 
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jan vwice a day ; and ſome of the meaner ſort of 
his Pariſh, did ſo love and reverence Mr Herbert, that © 
they would let their Plow reſt. when Mr. &rrberts Saints 
de rung to prayers, that they might alſo offerto. God 
with him: and would then return back to their Plow. 
And his moſt holy life was ſuch, that it begot ſuch re- 
verence to God, and to him, that they thought them- 
ſelves the happier , when they carryed Mr. Herberts 
bleſſing back with them to their labour. — Thus pow- 
erfull was his reaſon, and example, to periwade o- 
thers to a practical piety, and devotion. 

And his conſtant publick Prayers did never make 
him ronegle& his own private devorions , nor ti oſe 
prayers that he thought himſelf bound to perform 
wich his Family, which a|waies were a Set-form, and 
not long ʒ and he did alwaics conclude them with that 
Colle& which the Church hath appointed for the day 
or week. Thus be made um days ſantlity 4 
flip towards that Kingdom where Imparity cannot 
enter. , 

His chiefeſt recreation was Muſick, in whieh hes- 
venly Art he was a moſt excellent Maſter , and did 
himſelf compoſe many divine Hymns and Anthem, 
which he ſet and ſung to his Lute or Violz and chough 
he was a lover of reziredneſs, yet his love ro Muck 
was ſuch, that he went uſually twice every weak on 
certain appointed daies, to the t athedral church in Sa. 
lichury ; and at his return would ſay, That bas time Þe 
in } rayer, and Cathedral Muſick, tlevated his Soul, « 
was bis Heaven upon Earth . But before his return 
thence to Bemerten he would uſually fing and play his 
part, at an appointed private M ufick-meetingz and 
to juſtifie this practice, he would often ſay , Religien - 
does not baniſh mirth, but only mo4trates and ſits rules ts 


And 
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Aud as his defire to enjoy bis Rraves upan Earth, 

drew him twice every week to Salichury, ſo his walks 

thichet, were the occaſion of many happy accident to 
others : of which, I will mention ſome few. 

In one of his walks to Salisbury, he overtook a Gen- 
deman.thar is ſtill living in that City, and in their 
walk together, Mr. Herbert took a fair occafion to talk 
with him, and humbly beg'd to be excus'd, if he as'kd 
him ſome account of his faith, and ſaid, / do this the 7a. 
ther, brcauſt though you art not of my Parih,  yit I receive 
Hebe from you by the band of your Tinant 5 and Sir, 1 am 
the bolder to do it, becanſt I brow there be ſome Sermon 
bearers, that be like thoſe Fi he, that alwaies live in ſalt 
watts, and yet are alwaits freſh. 


After which. expreſſion, Mt. Herbert aked him 


ſome needfu! | and having recetv'd his an · 

ſwer, gave him ſuch Rules for the tryaf of his fincerity, 
and for a . piety, and in ſo loving and week a 
manner, that the Gentleman did ſo fall iu love with him 
and his diſcourſe, that he would often contrive to 
meer him in his walk to Sallsbury, or to attend him 
back to Bemerton; and ſtill mentions the name of Nr. 


. George Herbert with veneration, and ſtill praiſeth God 
for the wi 


occaſion of knowing him. 
In another of his Salisbury walks; he met with a 
Miniſter , and after ſome friendly diſcourſe 
berwixt them, and ſome Condolement for the wicked- 
meſs of the Times, and Contempt of the Clergy, Mr. 
Hrrbert took occafion to ſay, 

One Cure for theſe Diſtempers would be ſor the Clergy 
themſelves to beep the Ember-weeks ſtrictih, and beg of 
their Pariſhioners to Joyn with them in Faſting and Prays, 
ers, ſor a more Religious Clergy. 

And another cure would be, for themſelves to reſtore 
the great and neglefied duty of Catechifing, on which the 
ſalvation 2 many of the poor aud ignorant Lay-prople dots 
d,; but principally, that the ci themſilues ay 
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he ſave to live unblamiably; and that the dignified Cler« 

& thpecially, which preach Timperance,would aveMd Sur- 

feting, and tabs all occaſions to exyreſs a viſeble humility 

and charity in their lives; for this would force a love 

and an imitation, and an unftigned reverence from all that 

erm then: ( — we need no other 
Teſtimony, than the life and de ath of Dr. Late, late 
Lord Biſhop of Batb and — This (ſaid Mr. Herbert) 
would be & Curt for the Wickedneſs and growing Atheiſm of 
our Age. And, my dear Erother, till this be dont by us 
and dont in tarneſt, let no man ee 4 Reformation of thi 
manners of the Laity : for "tis not learning, but this , this 
only, that muſt doit; and till then „ the fault muſt the 
at our doors. 

In another walk to Salisbury, he ſaw 2 poor man; 
with a poorer Horſe , that was fall's under his Load x 
they were both in diſtreſs, and needed _ help z 
which Mr. Herbert ving, put off Canonical 
Coat, and help d rhe poor man tounload, and aftet - 
to load his Horſe: The poor man bleſt him ſor it an 
he bleſt the poor man; and was ſo like the good Same» 
riten, that he gave him money to refreſh both himſelf 
and his horſe ; and told him, That if be ev bimſelf, be 
ſhould be merciful to his Braft. — Thus he left the poor 
man, and at his coming to his-mufical friends at Selis- 
bury , they began to wonder that Mr. George Herbert 
whichrus'd to be fo trim and clean, came into that com- 
pany fo ſoylꝰd and diſcompos'd 3; but he told them the 
occaſion : And when one of the company had told him 
He bad diſpara g'4 bimfſe(f by fo dirty an employment 3 his 
anſwer was , That the thought of what be bad done,would 
prove Au ic to bim at Midnight; and that the omiſſion

caſion to infirut the Ignorant, or comfort any that 
were in affliction : and did alwaics confirm his pre- 
cepts, by ſhewing humility and mercy, and miniſtring 
grace to the hearers. 

And he was mow happy in his Wifes unforc'd com- 
plyance with his Acts of Charity, whom he made his 
Almontr , and paid conſtantly into her hand 4 tenth 
— of what money he recciv'd for Tythe, and pave 

r power to diſpoſe that to the of his Pariſh, and 
With it a power to diſpoſe a tenth part of the Corn that 
came yearly jut o his Barn; which truſt ſhe did moſt 
faithfully perform, and would often offer to him 
an account of ber firwardſhip, and as often beg an in- 
largement of his bounty , for ſhe rejoyc'd in the em- 
ployment; and this was uſually laid out by her in 
Blanbets and Shoots, for ſore ſuch poor , az ſhe 
knew to ſtand-in moſt need of them. This-as to her 
Charity. — And for his own, heſer no limits 
to itznor did ever turn his face from any that he ſaw in 
want, but would relieve them; eſpecially his poor 
Neighbours; to the meaneſt of whoſe ſes, he 
would go and inform himſelf of their wants, and re-
